The Adverse Balance. 


— The Free State Trade Returns for the 


calendar year which ended on December 
Slst, 1926, afford a valuable, if rather 
depressing, index of the country’s economic 
condition. Figures are dangerous things, 
which, in expert hands, may be made to 
convey almost any meaning; but two 
basic facts emerge from last year’s returns 
which no amount of special pleading can 
gainsay. In the first place, the total 
volume of the Free State's overseas tradé 
is falling. The amount for 1925 was 
£103,737,810; last years figure was 
£100,091,980. 
adverse balance of trade continues to rise. 
The excess of imports over exports and 
re-exports for 1926 was £18,200,360, as 
compared with £18,172,836 for 1925. This 
difference, it is true, is mot very great; 
but the mere fact that it exists is alarm- 
ing. It is impossible to determine the’ 
exact amount of the Free State’s annual 
trading deficit. The gross figures must be 
reviewed in the light of invisible factors, 
which are so complicated as to be virtually 
inextricable from the aggregate volume of 
trade. On the credit side there are divi- 
dends and interest from investments, 
pensions paid to Free State citizens by 
the British Government, money spent in 
this country by tourists, and a number of 
similar items; while on the debit side 
allowance must be made for shipping 
freights, insurance premiums, the spend- 
ings of Free State citizens abroad, and a 
host of other channels by which Free State 
purchasing power finds its way out of the 
country. On the assumption, however, 
that when all these matters have been 
taken into account the adverse trade 
balance is halved—say, it stands at 
£9,000,000 net—the situation becomes 
sufficiently serious. At the most liberal 
estimate the investments of Free State 
citizens abroad do not amount to more 
than £180,000,000. If the present process 
of erosion should continue, even that great 
sum would disappear in twenty years. 

Tt is essential to the future: prosperity 
of the Free’ State that the present 
adverse balance of trade shall be 
transformed into a surplus. We must 
confess that the outlook is not very 
promising. Exports and re-exports for last 
year amounted to less than £41,000,000, 
and some of the country’s staple trades 
showed a marked decline. The export of 
cattle, for instance, yielded £12,153,251, 
as against £12,995,192 for the previous 
year. This represents a drop of between 
six and seven per cent, in value, while the 
percentage in the case of the number of 
beasts exported is slightly higher, Even 
a more disquieting feature of the returns 
is the heavy slump in the export of beers 
and spirits. During the year the yield 
from porter, beer, and ale fell from 
£5,896,827 in 1925 to £4,956,836—a decline 
of more than 15 per cent. Spirits, the 
production of which has been stifled by 
high taxation, fell from £224,982 to 
£176,463, and almost have ceased to count 
as a national export: The fall in the 
export of beers may be explained in part 
by the coal stoppage in Britain. It ought 
to serve as a useful example of the way 
in which the prosperity of the Free State 
depends on that of its great neighbour, 
and of the utter folly of any attempt to 
loosen. the: bonds of trade by silly restric- 
tions. While this side of the picture is 


decidedly gloomy, there fortunately is a] 


brighter side. The-export of sheep, pigs,’ 
horses, and poultry is on the upward.

Evil Literature. 

Little positive fault can be found 
with the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee on Evil. Literature, a summary 
of whose report to the Free State 
Government .we publish to-day. The 
Committee advises that. a wider inter- 
pretation than has resulted in practice 
be given to the terms ‘“‘indecent’’ and 
“obscene,” .as applied to publications 
the sale of which is a criminal offence. 
It proposes that a board “be set up to 
advise on publications. which, while not 
subject to classification as criminally 
obscene, yet exert a cumulatively debasing 
influence. Publications named by this 


council would. be banned by the Ministry | 


of Justice and excluded from the country. 
The Committee declares that opinion in 
the Free State unanimously favours. the 
suppression of what is known as birth 
control propaganda, and recommends that 
the circulation of literature or advertise- 
ments in its interests of ‘that propaganda 
should be prohibited. That’ action on 


| some such lines as these is desirable for 


the protection of the young from the 
present flood of deliberately suggestive 
literature need not be denied; but ‘the 
gravest. consideration is that public 
standards have sunk so low as to make 
State interference necessary. There was 
a time when the. importation of base 
literature. was. not @. menace, for the 
simple. reason that. it found no market. 
To-day, the ‘grossest. plays draw full | 
houses in. Dublin; vile books are circu- 
lated in Ireland; mannets and fashions 
are. common in the countryside’ which 
would have revolted any earlier. genera- 
tion, and the degraded. American film is 
the most popular means of public enter- 
tainment” Censorship ‘strives in © vain | 
against most of these evils: In the case, 
for instance, of the film, the Censor may 
strike out passages that merely shock 
modesty ; but he passes, and must pass, 
masses of pictorial narrative which. is all 
the more subversive because its preaching 
of materialism, and its assaults upon 
chastity of spirit, are cloaked in sentiment 
anid falsely righteous. The proposed 
board of censorship for the inspection of 
printed publications, if it acts discreetly, 
well may do good work; but at best it 
can be only a desperate and insufficient 
remedy. Its very prohibitions may serve 
as potent advertisements, and it may 
render stolen fruit the sweeter. The 
board’s. power, moreover, easily could “be 
perverted to the use of the faddist with 
an unhealthy mind. We. have seen in 
Ireland attacks upon improper literature 
entrusted to young people who ought not 
to know that thefe is such a thing, and 
often the crusade has done more to taint 
innocence than the thing against which it 
was directed. A healthy child can be 
loosed among the classics without danger; 
but the little prig who is taught to peep 
for matter, to denounce in every print 
hardly can fail to be infected. The 
miasma of materialism which has arisen 
in our land. never will be banished by 
law. If old-fashioned menliness were 
revived among our people there would be 
no need for s censorship other.than public 
opinion. Jf it be not revived, no-Govern- 
ment can save the race. —

Hustle is replaced by calm, and 
the money, sought after so ardently, is spent 
with a lavish hand. Now: the period of 
feasting and rejoicing has begun. For three 
or four days the streets are deserted, and 
behind tightly-shuttered shop-fronts an orgy 
of gormandising and celebration is indulged 

Immense quantities of birds’ nest soup and 
choice dishes of sharks’ fins, of chop suey, 
and‘ roast sucking pigs are now consumed. 
And. all ni long the: drumming of tom- 
toms, the of . bals, and the weird, 
wailing notes of shrill] horns go on unceas- 
ingly. 

_fhen comes the turn of the dainty singing 
girls. These fragile charmers are borne in 
on the shoulders of sturdy attendants, and 
entertain their hosts with song and story. 
These slant-eyed creatures, with their mystic 
‘airs, with their peach-blossom complexions, 
and their intrigning glances, are famed 
throughout the land. They make a lasting 
Impression. They are clad in hand-em- 
broidered ‘silks of radiant hue; from their 
ears dangle ape! jade ornaments, and their 
slender arnis, from wrist. to elbow, are 
covered with golden: bangles—tributes from 
the entertained to the entertainers. 

No foreigner can understand their son 
and stories, and haps it is just as well, 
for it is doubtfal if they would bear transla- 
tion. But their Oriental hearers are ap- 
parently delighted, and their quips an 
sallies are greeted‘ with loud guffaws. . 

When the period of feasting is over, social 
duties are remembered. The next few days 
are devotgi to visiting friends and exchang- 
ing ts. The streets are once again 
crowded. Rickshaws and sedan chairs jostle 
as they pass. Motor cars squeeze along with 
honking horns, and fleet mandarin ponies 
make the stony pavement ring with the 
patter-patier of their ves. 

It is scarcely to be wondered at that the 
threatened invasion of the Reds and its dis- 
turbing effect on this great festival. has 
ecriously upset the merchants of the Con- 
e-ssions. nd there may be even worse to 
follow, for to many Chinese the Concessions 
have served as their only place of refuge.

A Full Cabinet. |

PEKING’S NOTE TO 
BRITAIN. ares 
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WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS 
REQUESTED. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PEKING, Monday. 

The Foreign Office is presenting a Note 
to the British Legation to-day with regard 
to the despatch of British troops to 
Shanghai. The Note expresses the hope 
that the British Government will give the 
necessary instructions for the immediate 
withdrawal of the troops despatched to 
China; so that nothing untoward may 
happen to mar the friendly relations now 
happily subsisting between the two 
nations. 

The Note declares that, in view of the 
friendly relations between China and Great 
Britain, the Chinese Government is pre- 
pared to protect British residents in China 
to the best of its ability. 

“The peremptory despatch of naval and 
military forces to China,” it adds, “ with- 


out the concurrence of the Chinese Govern- } 


ment, therefore,; cannot but be deemed 
most extraordinary action.” 
. The Note draws attention to the reso- 
lution adopted at the Washington Con- 
ference by the Powers respecting China's 
sovereignty—to withdraw all . troops 
stationed in China, in conformity with 
existing treaties amd agreements—and 
adds that China and Great Britain, as 
members of the League of Nations, 
mutually undertake to respect and pre- 
serve “against foreign aggression” the 
territorial integrity and political inde- 
pendence of members of the League. 

It goes on to declare that the despatch 


of additional naval and military forces j' 


is contrary to the Covenant of the League. 

“It cannot be over-emphasised,’’. the 
Note says, “that the national spirit of the 
Chinese people for preserving China's 
sovereign rights has been developed, and 
military movement on the part of the 
British Government is liable to lead. to 
evrious misunderstandings.”’ 

The Chinese Government declares, in 
conclusion, that the Chinese military and 
police forces stationed in the vicinity of 
Shanghai are amply capable of maintain- 
ing order within and without the settle- 
ment, and “ the presence of a large number 
of foreign troops in this area might easily 
lead to unforeseen complications for which 
the Chinese Government could not be held 
gesponsible.”’

PEKING, Monday. 

The Chinese Press. reports that Sir 
Francis Aglen, the Inspector-General of 
the Maritime Customs, does not accept the 
Government orders to collect the surtaxes 
and will be requested to resign. 

According t a statement of the 
Minister of .Finance to-day, it was 
pointed out in the official correspondence 
on the subject that the interpretation of 
treaties is the affair of the Waichiaopu 
(Chinese Foreign Office), and the 
Inspector-General is expected to carry out 
orders as required by the -Civil Service 
regulations, 

Apparently, . therefore, unless there is 
diplomatic intervention, Sir Francis 
Aglen, who is w en route from 
Shanghai to Tientsin, must comply with 
instructions certain to involve the 
Customs administration in a grave diffi- 
culty or vacate his post. 

The position of the Inspector-General 
has always been held by a British subject, 
and Sir Claude Macdonald, when 
Minister at Peking, was given an official 
undertaking that there would be no 
departure from this practice while British 
trade was predominant in China. 

As the Inspector-General controls all 
the Customs funds, the appointment is of 
great importance, and, if Sir Francis 
Agien retires, the Government would 
doubtless seek to put a Chinese in his 
place.

RIFT WIDENING BETWEEN 


MODERATES AND RADICALS

HIBERNIAN BANK

THE NEW CURRENCY 


APPROVED. 


The last of the Irish bank meetings was 
held yesterday, when Mr. M. F. Mahony 
presided over the shareholders of the 
Hibernian Bank at: the head office in 
College Green. 

Dealing with the report of. the Banking 
Commission, Mr, » Mahony» welcomed.-the 
recommendations relating to ‘enrrenéy and 
note issues as a sound and practical ‘solu; 
tion of difficult and complex. questions. 
He did not deal with the subject in detail : 
it was sufficient for him and his fellow- 
directors to say that, in their view, the 
recommendations make for stability and 
security. Any feeling of apprehension as 
to the future currency of the Free State 
was fully met and set at rest. 

Some of the shareholders were not quite 
so optimistic on this point as the Chair- 
man.

It was not true that every landlord was 
a villain and every tenant an ill-treated 
lamb, but there were cases where unjust 
penalties had been exacted.

EFFECT OF INDUSTRIAL 
STRIFE. 


The Times publishes, in the form of an 
illustrated supplement, its customary sur- 
vey of the world’s finance, trade, and 
industry in the past year. 

In a leading article upon the, subject, 
The Times remarks—At home the review 
tells a tale of ‘industrial strife on an 
unprecedented scale, which set back the 
clock of economic progress in terms of 
overseas. trade by at least three years, 
and has menaced the equilibgium: of, the. 
Budget. To the great unsheltered indus- 
tries of the country—that is, to those 
exposed to the full blast of foreign com- 


petition—the..events of the year were as. 
the last straws upon the back of a willing,’ 


but. collapsing, camel. These industries, 
when the year dawned, had just completed 
five years of the most intense depression 
they had ever experienced, and the general 
strike and the prolonged coal stoppage 
completely shattered their hopes of a year 
of recovery. For them 1926 was the 
blackest of black years. - 

The iron and steel trade»suffered more 
severely than any other; the production 
of pig iron was the smallest for seventy- 
six years, and that. of steel the lowest for 
over thirty. To the coab:-industry:.the | 
strike resulted in a loss of output amount- 
ing to 123,000,000 tons, involving a loss 
in wages of £75,000,000, and in the value 
of the coal of £97,000;000 

The. great’ textile industries of the 
country had a melancholy expérience. The 
cotton trade of Lancashire completed- its 
sixth year of unprofitable trading, and 
the woollen industry ‘suffered ‘the double 
disadvantage’: of a smaller home demand 
and a diminished export business... The 
depression in the unsheltered industries, 
which are the most important the country 
possesses, has beeh so deep and ‘prolonged 
that their future would arouse serious 
misgivings, if there were no sign that this, 
the sixth successive melancholy chapter, 
would be the last ; but there are not lack- 
ing indications of á brighter future. 

Happily, the country has shown itself to 
be possessed of reserves of economic 
strength much greater than had-been sup- 
posed. Because of this, and because of 
the progress made in economic reconstruc- 
tion at home and abroad, the leading 
bankers at this year's meetings have in: 
dulged in reasonable optimism as to the 
prospects of trade in the coming year, in 
spite of the heavy losses of the past. It 
is their habit to be optimistic, and there 
is no harm. in the habit so long as it does 
not create the impression that we can 
afford to rest on our oars.

The. Committee on Evil Literature, 
appdinted-some twelve months ago, re- 
ported to the Irish Free State Minister 
for Justice on the 28th of last December. 
Its. purpose was to consider whether, in 
interests of public morality, the 
powers of the Sta‘¢ should be extended, 
so that it could either prohibit or restrict 
the sale and circulaticn of printed matter. 

If the Government survives the general 
election—which probably will take place 
next autumn—it proposes to use the Com- 
mittee’s report as a basis of legislation. 

An outline of the Committee’s main 
recommendations has appeared already in 
the Irish. Times, They are summarised as 
follows :— 

1.—That the existing laws relating to 
indecent and obscene publications should be 
amended to give a wider interpretation to the 
terms ‘‘ indecent and obscene,’ so as to 
make the law applicable to matter indecent 
in the wider sense of that word and to matter 
intended to excite sensual passion. 

2.—That legislative provision should he 
made on the lines of the measure recently 
passed by the British Parliament for the 
control of reports of judicial proceedings, 
but extended to apply the principles of that 
Act also to journalistic reports and writings 
the 
Courts. 

3.—That a Board or Committee consisting 
of from nine to twelve persons, repres 'enta- 
tive of the religious, educational and Jiterar 
interests of the Saorstat. should 
be constituted, with a permanent official as 
secretary, to advise the Minister for Justice 
as to any books, newspapers or magazines 
circulated in the Saorstat that, in the opinion 
of the Board, are demoralising and corrupt- 
ing; that the Minister should have power to 
prohibit by notice in Jris Oifigiuil the cir- 
culation of such publications; that after such 


| notice persons exposing for sale or circulati ng 


any prohibited book, newspaper or magazine 
should be punished by fine or imprisonment, 
or both; that the notice in Jris Oifigiuil 
should. be sufficient evidence in the Courts of 
summary jurisdiction as to the character of 
the publication, but that the ground of pro- 
hibition should be strictly limited and should 
not extend to questions of a political or 
economic kind, 

4.—That the sale and circulation, except to 
authorised persons, of books, magazines and 
pamphlets that advocate the unnatural pre- 
vention of conception should be made illegal, 
and be punished by adequate penalties. 

RIGHT OF SEARCH. 

5.—That the aefect in the Obscene Publi- 
cations Act, 1857, which requires that before 
the police can obtain a warrant under that 
Act to search premises where indecent pub- 
lications, books, etc., are known or sus 
pected to be, they have to prove that a sale 
has been inade from the premises, should be 
amended, and provision made that the police 
may, be granted a warrant by a District 

ustice in any case where an officer of the 
Garda Siochana hot below the rank of Super- 
intendent applids for a warrant on the 
ground that he has reason to believe and 
does believe that the indecent articles are 
kept on. the premises for the purposes of 
sale. 

6.—That, following on the lines of Austra- 
lasian legislation, the Indecent Advertise- 
ments Act, 1889, should be amended (a) to 
increase the maximum penalties ; (b) to in- 
clade within the definition of “ indecent ad- 
vertisement’’ any document or picture or 
printed or written matter which relates or 
refers, or may be reasonably supposed to re- 
late or refer, to any disease affecting the 
generative organs of either sex, or to any 
complaint‘ or infirmity arising from or re- 
lating #o sexual intercourse, or to the pre- 
vention or removal of irregularities in 
menstruation, or to drugs, medicines, ap- 
pliances, treatment, or methods for procur- 
Ing abortion or miscarriage or -preventing 
conception. 

7—That supplemental! to the power of pro- 
hihtion. recommended to be given fo the 
Minister for Justice, the Customs authorities 
should be empowered to stop the importation 
of all: books, papers, magazines, and- other 
publications included in the prohibited list 
referred “to in our recommendation No. 3, 
and, unless they are consigned to authorised 
persons, the books, magazines and pamphlets 
referred to In our recommendation No. 4;

The report alludes to the Committee’s

as reflecting the reality of life, it cannot 
always be easy for a judge or magistrate 
in applying the criminal law, with its 
penalties, to draw a definite line.

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| SHAW AT THE ABBEY 
THEATRE. 


A NOTEWORTHY PERFORM. 
ANCE. 

It is a sign of the times to see what is 
described as a “ popular.” crowd going to the 
Abbey Theatre, Dublin, and evidently enjoy- 
ing Shaw. ‘‘ Man and Superman’ last night 
was presented to a go audience and a 
large. They seemed pleased with the play, 
and, what is more, were quick to grasp. its 
philosophical niceties. 

In one respect it was the best ' Man and 
Superman’’ yet seen on the Abbey stage, 
and that is“Saying a great deal. In another 
it was the worst. Mr, McCormick's playing 
of John Tanner was a remarkable triumph, 
even for a man who is steeped in Shaw, and 
to whom the expression of the Shavian idea 
is easy. He took his work in the first act 
at a great pace, revelled in.it, never missed 
a word or overlooked the smallest bit of by- 
ply with Anne (Miss Crowe), and the person 
in- front who had never seen the play before 
knew” at once, and understood perfectly, what 
the author wished to conveys So much for 
the first act. 

In the second and third acts the ear and 
the imagination had to struggle against the 
eye, and for very many the author and the 
actors were overwhelmed by the stage artist. 
Both were presented on a stage with a 
glaring setting, in futurist, cubist, or whatever 
other form of art its very smal) band of ex- 
ponents may choose to call it. The “Garden 
of a Villa in Granada ” actually hurt the 
eyo. Its lurid ae. had to be 
stared at, and the fine work of Shaw and his 
interpreters had to be assimilated. at the 
same time. The demand on a Dublin theatre 
audience’s reserves of appreciation was too 
great. 

Next to Mr. McCormick's masterly study 
of John Tanner came Miss Ria. Mooney’s 
Violet Robinson.. The lovely clothes’ she 
wore, and her way of wearing them, would 
get a line in: the notice of a popular musical 
comedy, but dressed in any way she would 
bring the character home as she played it 
last. night. Miss Crowe’s Anne Whitefield 
was restrained, with the knowledge that her 
part is only the break in the elucidation of 
the Shaw philosophy put into the mouth of 
John Tanner.
